(By J. C. W elli-er.) 
The man who brought Sitting Bull 
Into 
a camp of federal troops and 
made possible the negotiations which 
at last ended the wars between tho 
Sioux Indians and the federal gov­ 
ernm ent, has a t last been done tardy 
and scanty justice by the government. 
Edw ard H. Allison is the man. 
He 
lives at Rosebud, S. D., and though 
a native of New' England has been 
married to two wives who were both 
full blooded daughters of the Sioux 
tribe. 
By his first m arriage and 
adoption into the Sioux tribe he be­ 
came a brother of the famous Chief 
Gall, the greatest w arrior of the 
tribe, not even excepting Sitting Bull, 
whose forces overcame ami destroyed 
Custer. 
Allison went to the far wTest in 
1866 with a good record as a sol­ 
dier, and th at same year married an 
Indian wife, who lived only about a 
year. 
He was taken into full mem­ 
bership in the Brule Sioux tribe, and 
afterw ard enlisted in the army, do­ 
ing distinguished service. 
In the 
fighting following the Custer cam ­ 
paign Allison did service which Gen­ 
eral Sheridan described officially aa 
’ beyond estim ation.” He was always 
loyal to the government, and was 
highly influential in bringing the In­ 
dians to see the impossibility of re­ 
s is te n t. 
At the last, after years of the 
most difficult and dangerous service 
as scout and guide and interpreter. 
he was put in charge of the effort 
to bring the great, old Sitting Bull 
into camp to treat with the govern­ 
ment authorities. 
Allison 
accom­ 
plished the task, ami Sitting Bull 
made peace with the Avhite men. For 
his work he has been given probably 
as high praise as any man who ever 
served the government in any of the 
Indian wars. 
As an old man. Allison found him­ 
self without recognition as a mem­ 
ber of the Sioux tribe; 
therefore
